CORRESPONDENCE, 


Weston, May 7th, 1839. 
To tHe Eviror or tHe Curtivator: 

Sir,—I will communicate to you and my 
brother farmers, through your valuable paper, 
the result of asmall Plough match whick took 
place on my farm a few days since. I was 
brought up in early life a farmer; my father 
was a Plough-maker of the old stamp, (wood- 
en ploughs.) Ll have made afew wood and 
wrought-iron Ploughs myself. In my neigh- 
borhood are four Plough-makers, (two by the 
names of Gartiela, a Gleason and Wheeler. ) 
My having been in the habit of trying many 
kinds of Ploughs, and having been agent for 
the sale of David Hitchcock’s Patent Cast- 
iron Ploughs, also Dutcher, Wright & Co's, 
and C. Howard’s, | did recominend Hitch- 
cock’s Ploughs as combining greater advan- 
tages and doing the work better than any 


| other, as may be seen in the Yeoman’s Gia- 


zette of IS34 and 1835, 

The day was set; nine Ploughs were ex- 
hibited, and many spectators were present. 
The first tried was a sod C; landed a little 
too hard; turned a slice fourteen inches. By 
means of a curious invention, or regulator, 
the maker, with the wrench, turned the regu- 
lator; the Plough was altered visibly ina 
minute to work right. This is an excellent 
Plough for a span of horses or three cattle. 

The next was a sod B; an excellent Plough; 
no alteration wanted. 
lator. 

Then came a gentleman with a Plough he 
had bought on its bigh recommendations. — 
Among his recommendations it was remarka- 
bly easy in draught, being very flat in its 
bosom, which caused it to run very easy; a 
truer story was never told. | hitched on the 
chain; team went on; not one inch of new 
furrow would it take naturally!

If there was 
much sorrel on the ground we should like to 
plough before the seed was ripe—the buck- | 
wheat may be sown about the 20th of June— 
ove bushel to the acre—sow also with it one 
bushel of winter rye—mow the buckwheat 
about September Ist, and thresh it out imime- 
diately before it gathers moisture, and we 
have food to commence the fatting of our pork 
early. Next year onthe 20th of June the 
rye will be two feet high—roll it down flat, 
and with aw plough—a real plough that will 
turn the sod and cover all up—bury this rye 
and sow half a bushel more of rye—the plough 
may goa little deeper than on the first plough- | 
ing—say one inch deeper each vear until we 
get asoil seven inches in depth. Thus we 
would spend five days for sixty bushels of 
wheat instead of twenty-tive days for sixty | 
bushels of corn, 

Then instead of putting all our green ma- 
nure on corn and potato land we would save 
the coarsest of it and with that mixed with 
peat muck—soil trom the roadside—soil in 
the fieldside where it had accumulated—and 


with any other vegetable or animal matter, 





make a compost heap to be ready for use by 
the last of August. By the aid of this heap 
we woul! renovate vot less than half a dozen 
acres of this grass land, which has lain too 
long without ploughing, and prepare it for the 
next year for grass. 

The process is simple and easy—plough 
well—lay the furrow flat—roll down close so 
that the 
dozen loads of this compost to the acre—har- 


harrow shall not tear it up—put a 
row lengthwise of the furrow—ihen a little 
diagonally so as to mix the manure in tho- 
roughly, and se-d down with one peck of 
herds grass and one bushel of red top to the 
acre. In the winter some clover seed may 
be sown on the snow. | 
In this manner we would proceed until we 
had gone over all the plough-land and got it 
into good grass and thus we would have, with 
that which was in hoed crops, nine or ten 
acres of new sowed mow-land each year, and 
when we hal been through the lots we would 
begin again and one half the manure at first 
used would be suftlicient for this second course 
—for the old suds would be rotten and aid 
the new appliance—thus twice the number 
of acres may be renovated each year in this 


second course. Orif only six acres were 
taken in hand each year they may be made 
twice as rich as in the first course. And ev- 
ery renewal of this process will make the 
lind richer, becanse grass is not an exhauster

On Monday, we announced the destruction 
of the combined army of Peru and Bolivia, 
under the Protector Sania Cruz, by the Chi- 
lian army. Gen. Santa Cruz some time 
ago, contrived to unite Peru acd Bolivia 
into a contederacy, of which he made him- 
sel! Dictator, under the name of Protector. 
Until rece nily, the accounts from Lima rep- 
resented him at the head of a large victert- 
ous army, pursuing the Chijans, who were 
fleeing betore him, ‘Phe latest intelligence 
furnishes accounts of a decisive victory of 
the Chilians, which resulted in the total de- 
struction of the Protector’s army, 2600 Pe- 
ruvians and Bolivians were slain, and 3400 
prisoners fell into the hands of the Chilans, 
together with alljhe artillery and baggage, 
and military chest) containing S900 ,000,— 
Generals Morau and Urdinessa, were killed; 
and Generals Henera, Quiros, Berniudez, 
Ottero, and Amaza, of Santa Cruz’s ariny, 
were made prisoners of war. Henera was 
mortally wounded. ‘The victory is said to 
have been the most trilliant and decisive 
ever achieved in Peru, where the battle was 
fought.

STATE LAWS, 


AN ACT concerning the taking of deposi. 
tions to perpetuate testimony, 
Be it enacted, &c. as follows: 

Sec. 1. If at the time and place appoint. 
ed for taking a deposition to perpetuate the 
testimony of any witness, according to the 
provisions of the ninety-fourth chapter of the 
Revised Statutes, the said witness or any 
person interested shall appear and object {, 
the taking of such deposition the Justices 
before whom the same is appointed toh. 
taken shall not proceed to take the same. 
unless, on hearing the parties it shall be made 
satisfactorily to appear that such testimony 
may be material to the petitioner and is not 
sought for the purpose of discovery or of 
the same in any suit then pending oy 
thereafter to be brought against said witness, 
and that the petitioner isin danger of losing 
the same before it can be taken in any suit 
wherein his right, title, ivterest or claim.can 
be tried, and in all cases the petitioner, his 
agent or attorney, shall at the request o/ 
such witness or any person interested in said 
deposition, be examined on oath, in’ relation 
to the reasons for the same, 

Sec. 2, Whenever in the opinion of said 
Justices, there is no sufficient provisions al- 
ready made by law for giving notice to par- 
ties adversely interested to appear at the 
taking of such testimony said Justices shal! 
cause such reasonavle notice to be given, as 
to them shall seem proper. 

Sec. 3. All Acts and parts of Acts, in- 
consistent with the provisions hereof, are 
hereby repealed.
